W hat is properly characterized as

meeting ” in the history of the Sey ­ 
mou r Commercial Clu b was held Fri­ 
day nig ht at the clu b bu ilding of the 
Lu theran Social-Aid Society follow­ 
ing an eleg ant banqu et which was en­ 
joy ed by abou t 150 Sey mou r boosters, 
the banqu et and meeting were a part 
of the rev iv al of interest mov ement 
and art' believ ed to mark the beg in­ 
ning of a new era of activ ity in the 
local commercial org anization. 
The 
speeches by the banqu eters indicated 
a new spirit of co-operation for tlit* 
adv ancement and betterment of the 
Commercial Clu b, w hichjs recog nized 
as one of the most important factor-« 
in bu ilding u p the city from the in­ 
du strial, bu siness and >ocial stand­ 
points. 
The well adapted room where the 
banqu et was held 
w a s secu red from 
the directors of the Lu theran Clu h 
for the pu rpose and the appetizing 
menu was prepared by the ladies of 
the German Lu theran cong reg ation 
and serv ed by the y ou ng ladies of 
the chu rch in a most commendable 
manner.

Commerce to make a ticld su rv ey of 
the commercial org anizations in In­ 
diana, bu t since arriv ing in the I lou s­ 
ier state had been called u pon many 
times for an address. He emphasized 
that the manag ement of a city is the 
same as the manag ement of a priv ate 
bu siness enterprise and that 
it 
is 
not only necessary to ou tline a plan 
before activ ities are started bu t to 
stu dy conditions and ascertain what 
is needed for the commu nity . 
“ In this day and date is is neces­ 
sary that we stu dy the job,” Mr. Fad­ 
er said. 
“Twenty y ears ag o a man 
with a su it ease, a red necktie and a 
su pply of t u nny stories cou ld g o ou t 
and sell g oods. 
Bu t that day is past. 
It is necessary today that salesman 
stu dy 
his 
job. 
Competition 
has 
eliminated the man who does not 
! know' his job.” 
Mr. Fader said that no one bu si­ 
ness man knows what Sey mou r needs. 
“The city officials don't hav e time to 
find ou t what y ou r city needs. 
They 
are try ing to g et in twenty -six hou rs 
of work in ev ery tw enty -fou r if they 
are the rig ht kind of officials, and 
their time is taken u p with the affairs 
that properly belong to them. Mis­ 
fits and inefficiencies are rapidly sent 
to tlie scrap heap.” 
He su g g ested that the org aniza­ 
tions composed of phy sicians, a ttor­ 
ney s, bankers and bu siness men be

Commissioner of Edu cation for 
y ear 19 14, 
strong endorsement 
g iv en the six -y ear hig h school cou rse 
which has been su ccessfu lly intro­ 
du ced in the Sey mou r schools, and 
Sey mou r is inclu ded in a list of only 
schools 
in the 
entire 
hav e adopted 
the 
plan, which 
is 
usua lly termed the 
ju nior hig h school. 
The other cities 
in Indiana which are inclu ded in the 
list are Ev ansv ille, Madison. Rich­ 
mond, Mu neie, 
Crawfoi dsv ille 
and 
Ea-t Chicag o. 
Becau se of the fact 
that they did not satisfy the details 
of the 
definition 
arbitrarily made, 
114 cities that reported ju nior hig h 
scho o ls were not inclu ded in the list.

home, 705

Brown street. 
She had been in a 
critical condition since she took the 
poison bu t u ntil Friday nig ht it was 
thou g ht th at 
she 
had 
a fig hting 
chance to recov er. 
According to 
John 
Steg ner, her 
hu sband, Mrs. Steg ner swallowed the 
poison after a family difference. Mr. 
Steg ner, 
relating his 
side of 
the 
trou ble, say s that sev eral y ears ag o 
his wife drew a rev olv er on him bu t 
he su cceeded in wresting it from her 
hand before she pu lled the trig g er. 
At that time, he asserts, he informed 
her that if 
she ev er repeated 
the 
trick he wou ld 
g iv e 
her a certain 
su m of money bu t that she wou ld 
hav e to leav e his home. 
East Monday , according to Steg ­ 
ner, they failed to ag ree u pon a cer­ 
tain su bject and Mrs. Steg ner left 
the room where the trou ble occu rred 
and soon 
reappeared 
with a .38 - 
jcaliber 
rev olv er which she 
pointed 
towards her hu sband. 
Mr. Steg ner 
say s he 
ju mped towards 
her and 
raised her band into the air bu t all 
the time she was try ing to pu ll the 
trig g er of tin* 
g u n. 
He 
say s that 
I after he had taken tin* pistol from 
her she said that there was no need 
for him to be frig htened 
a s she in­ 
tended to kill herself with the weap­ 
on. 


Mr. Steg ner 
declares 
that after 
she was reliev ed of the pistol 
she 
went into the y ard 
and retu rning , 
stopped at the su mmer kitchen where 
she secu red a, qu antity «»1 po iso no us 
meal which they had u sed for killing 
rats.

Within a short time a conference 
will 1m* called between the eity offi­ 
cials and bu siness men and the rep­ 
resentativ es of the Interstate Pu blic 
Serv ice Company in an effort to a d­ 
ju st the electric rates for lig hts and 
power. 
The meeting will be called 
by the Indiana Pu blic Serv ice Com­ 
mission and will be similar to the one 
held here recently to adju st the con­ 
trov ersy relativ e to the g as rates. 
That the conference will be called 
soon is indicated by a letter addres­ 
sed to M ay or John A. Ross today . 
The letter was sent by the Indian^ 
Commission and stated that the con­ 
ference will be called a t any time the 
city is ready to bring the qu estion 
u p for discu ssion. 


The report of the accou ntants of 
the State Commissioner relativ e to 
the operating ex penses of the elec­ 
tric lig ht plant here and the income 
of the local company was sent here 
last week and the fig u res hav e been 
tu mty zell by 4Ju * cou ncilman, city 
officials and City Attorney Kasting . 
The report did not attem pt to place 
a v alu ation u pon the local property , 
it is stated, bu t merely to present in 
a brief and sy stem atic form the su b­ 
stance of the records disclosed by 
the company ’s books. 


The letter sent to M ay or Ross to­ 
day stated that the commission is 
g etting ready to hold a conference 
here and that the date of the meet­ 
ing wou ld be set when the officials 
here indicated that they were ready . 
The pu rpose of the conference is to 
endeav or to adju st the rates satis­ 
factorily to both the citizens and the 
Interstate Company withou t the nec­ 
essity of taking u p the petition in the 
reg u lar way before the Commission. 
It the latter method is adopted it 
wou ld be necessary for the city to 
prepare a brief and the decision of 
the commission 
wou ld 
be withheld 
u ntil after a complete weig hing of 
tacts, ev idence and law. 


By holding a conference the city ’s 
representativ es and 
the 
attorney s 
for the company can talk ov er the 
points in dispu te in an informal way 
in the presence of a commissioner 
and it is likely that an ag reement 
will be reached. 
The commissioner 
acts in an adv isory capacity and at 
the last conference indicated what 
the commission wou ld hold if cer­ 
tain points were brou g ht before it. 
By this plan it is possible th at an 
ag reement may be reached at the 
first meeting and pu t 
into 
effect 
shortly afterw ards.
